death rate for tuberculosis is explained 
by the fact that in the United States 
nrmy tuberculosis patients arc sent to a I 
sanitarium and retained in service for 
long periods, while in other armies they 
arc promptly discharged. The high ad- 
mission rate is no doubt due to the pres- 
ent defective system of medical exami- 
nation of recruits.

partly explainable by its undue preval- 
ence "in the civil communities where the 
troops are stationed as a result of gen- 
eral failure to purify water and sewage 
in American municipalities.

"It' I have done anything wrong," he 


said to the correspondent, "I suppose I 
ought to be punished fc-r it." 


IH'E TO WAVE OF .REFORM. 


"J)o you ascribe your present prosecu- 


tion to any political influence," he was 
asked. 


"No, 
I do not," he answered. "It can 


be ascribed to the wave of reform which 
seems to be sweeping over the country. 
It is shown in the investigation of the 
life insurance companies, in the Milwau- 
kee graft investigation and similar inves- 
tigations in other cities and in some in- 
Btanccs these investigations have accom- 
plished a great deal of good." 


JUST A "DUMMY" PRESIDENT. 
llcverting to his dealings with the 


•Feorin National Uank, Dougherty declar- 
ed that he had no personal knowledge of 
the bank's affairs. 


Dougherty, it would appear, was prac- 


tically a "dummy'' president. As the 
head of the bank institution he received 
a nominal salary, less than $1,000 a year. 
lie merely attended the directors' meet 
ings and concurred in anything his fellow 
oflicers placed before him for approval. 


".t am a teacher and not a banker," 


was the way he expressed his position, 
"and I left the management of the bank 
in the hands of experienced men." 


It may be said that the experience as 


n banker of one of the other officials was 
limited to the management of a jewelry 
store in Qitincy 
before 
his connection 


with lh« bank. 


NO .HOOKS WERE KEPT. 


"Did not the school board keep a reg- 


ular set of books, seeing the expendi- 
tures were S.TOO.OOO to $450,000 a year?" 


"No, it had no need for books. It re- 


ceived moneys from three sources—taxes, 
etatc appropriations and rents. These

The money is supposed to have been 


lost largely in a slump in stool stock and 
in western mining ventures. 


EXPIRED 
IN THE WEST 


Robert C. Roberts, Former Resi- 


dent Here, Found Dead in 


Oklahoma Hotel. 


Robert C. Roberts, one of the best 


known men of Racine county, is dead at 
Oklahoma City. A telegram was receiv- 
ed last night that he was found dead in 
bed at the hotel of Clarence Williams, a 
former Racine gentleman, son-in-law of 
James Cape.

MOSCOW, Oct. 9.—Order was restored 


in the streets at 11 o'clock last night. 


It is officially announced that among 


the wounded are five Cossaeks, four gen- 
darmes and a number of policemen. 


ST. PETERSBURG" Oct. 9.—The re- 


port telegraphed to the Russ that eight 
bakers were killed at Moscow yesterday 
turns out to be incorrect. 


The main street and squares of Mos- 


cow are occupied by police as well as by 
two regiments of grenadiers, » squadron 
of dragoons aud eight squadrons of Cos- 
sacks. • 


General Trepoff, assistant minister of 


the interior 
has been in formed by tel- 


ephone from Moscow that no serious' dis- 
orders occurred there last night and that 
the situation was slightly more re as- 
suring this morning. The strike is 
spreading, however, and the authorities 
evidently are very apprehensive. They 
are hopeful, however, that the St. Pet- 
ersburg workmen >vill not be affected. 


A serious development at Moscow to- 


day was an attempt to interrupt railroad 
communication. The rails-were tamper- 
ed with a short distance from Moscow 
causing the derailment of a • train, but 
there were no casualties. 


POLICEMEN SLAIN. 


The ministry of the interior admits 


that three Cossack policemen were killed 
yesterday, but has no confirmation of a 
dispatch received by the Russ from Mos- 
cow saying that eignt bakers were killed 
in an affray at a bakery and are inclined 
to question its accuracy saying that 
their advices do not mention such an 
event and pointing out that it is hardly 
possible for troops'firing volleys from a 
narrow street to injure strikers stoning 
them from fourth story windows. 


RESULT OF ORGANIZED PLOT. 
The throwing of bombs at the troops 


in-Tiflic yesterday evening which result- 
ed in the soldiers firing on the people ap- 
pears to have, been the outcome of a de- 
liberately organized plot. Ten bombs 
were thrown simultaneously in the vicin- 
ity of three barracks in widely separated 
quarters of the city. Shots also were 
fired at the soldiers us they rushed out 
of the barracks, but the loss of life was 
confined to one Cossack and one bomb 
thrower. It addition 
twenty persons 


were wounded. 


BRUTALITY BY SOLDIERS. 


After the fighting was over men, wo 


men, 
and children were dragged into the 


prefect's court yard, the gates to which 
were also closed. Thereupon began what 
is known as giving a lesson to "intelle- 
cuals." Scores were taken to a long sta- 


ble. 
Along the sides were drawn up two 


lines of picked troops, mostly Cossacks. 
The victims were made to run the gant- 
let. 
There were fifty men on each side, 


who brutally struck th«m with whips 
and the butt ends of rifles. 


The victims of this ferocious brutality 


are forced to run the gnntlot until they 
drop fainting or dead. They are then 
picked up and removed to prison, the in- 
firmary or mortuary. Such brutality it 
is impossible to parallel in any civilized 
country. The unfortunate creatures are 
ta.ken from the street to this particular 
Russian form of execution without the 
possibility' of offering 
any 
defense or 


hearing what accusation is made against 
them.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 9—The ar- 


rival of the .body of Maj. Gen. Kondra- 
tenko, commander of the Seventh East 
Siberian rifles, who was killed last De- 
cember at Port Arthur and its interment 
in the venerable Alexander Nevesky 
monastery yesterday was marked by the 
most impressive military and civil spec- 
tacle witnessed here since the early days 
of the war. For once all classes of the 
population of the capital awakened from 
that apathy which was untouched by 
the news of the battles of Mukden atui 
the Sea of Japan or the .announcement 
of the conclusion of peace. 


THOUSANDS STAND IN'RAIN. 


Thousands of spectators standing si- 


lent and uncovered in a drizzling rain, 
walled the broad Nevsky prospect from 
the Moscow station to the gates of the 
monastery, while grand dukes, ministers 
of state, and the highest officers of the 
army and navy, many of whom had won 
distinction 'at Port Arthur and in. Man- 
churia, followed 
the corlin on foot 


through! the muddy streets as common, 
mourners with the widow and son of the 
dead general. 


In the procession could be seen the 


uniforms ;of every organization of Rus- 
sian military. Each regiment of the St. 
Petersburg garrison sent a detachment 
of veterans, many bearing the thirty- 
year service medals, to form the military 
escort. 


CALLED SOUL OF THE SIEGE. 


Conspicuous among the clergy were 


two militant priests from Port Arthur 
wearing the broad yellow and black rib- 
bons of the order of St. George, award- 
ed them for gallantry during the siege. 
Many cities were represented by depu- 
tations. The emperor had been expect- 
ed to attend but as he was unable to do 
so he was represented by Grand Duke 
Vladimir. 


Metropolitan Antoirius, assisted by the 


imperial choristers celebrated the "Pani- 
cheda" for requiem and eulogized Gen. 
Kondraf.enko as "the soul of the siege, 
for, when he died, the fortress fell." 


CHANCE FOR TROOPS.

GROUND FOR EXAMINATION. 


"I don't see how the state of Missouri 


can arbitrarily revoke the license of the 
New York Life Insurance company to do 
business in that state 
on any such 


grounds as that mentioned in the letter 
written by Supt. Vandiver to President 
McCall. No insurance commissioner has 
any such right. He can go in and inves- 
tigate tho affairs of a company doing 
business in his state at any time circum- 
stances teem to justify such procedure. 
He can examine the directors of the com- 
pany and its officials and the company 
must defray the expenses, but only if 
such examination should disclose gross 
mismanagement can he order a reorgani- 
zation or decide that the company must 
do no further business in his state. 


"It is only when an insurance com- 


missioner upon examination finds a com- 
pany to be solvent that he can take such 
arbitrary action as is contemplated in 
Missouri. 


REVOKED 42 LICENSES. 


"During the four years I was insur- 


ance commissioner of Wisconsin I took 
summary action to refuse licenses to or 
revoke licenses of forty-two companies. 
I have no doubt that any of these com- 
panies could have gone into court and 
had me enjoined had they not feared 
the publicity this would have involved. 
When I resigned during my second term 
I examined my records and found that 
of the forty-two companies I had pro- 
ceeded against, thirty-six had failed." 


NO EXCITEMENT THEN.

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 9.—Honors were 


even in the municipal court 
Saturday 


when the Paster case was up for a hear- 
ing on the motion to appoint a. new pros- 
ecuting officer. Charles F. Pfister, the 
indicted millionaire, will get a speedy 
trial, which he wants, but District Attor- 
ney McGovern will prosecute the case. 


When the motion for a speedy trial 


was made in behalf of Mr. Pfister last 
Monday District Attorney McGovern op- 
posed it on the ground that Mr. Pfister 
had brought a suit charging conspiracy 
against him and his assistants, with oth- 
ers, and therefore he was not the proper 
person to try the case until the conspir- 
acy case had been decided. Then the at- 
torneys for Mr. Pfiater filed an affidavit 
asking for the appointment of another 
prosecuting officer, so that the ease un- 
der the indictment against their client 
could have a speedy trial. Judge Brazee 
permitted an adjournment of argument 
until Saturday to give Mr. McGovern 
time to look up authorities.

Steady Improvement 


in Health. 


WASHINGTON". Oct. 6.—Surgeon R. 


M. O'Reilly of the army, has submitted 
an exhaustive report on the health con- 
ditions of tho army to Secretary Taft. 
The report says that ' the 
enlisted 


strength of the army as shown upon the 
monthly sick reports was 58,740, and on 
the returns of the 
military 
secretary 


<>0,130 and calculations are made upon 
the latter figures. There wore 70,586, 
"admissions to tho sick report" during 
the. year. 406 deaths from all causes and 
1,377 discharges for disability. The fig- 
lire?., he says. sho\v a steady and progres- 
sive improvement in tho health of the 
army. The report says that by far the 
most important diseases affecting the ef- 
ficiency of tho army during the year have 
been those resulting from immoral hab- 
its which caused 10 per cent of nil ad- 
missions. This class of diseases advanc- 
ed from third to first place in number of 
admissions to the sick report. There 
were constantly on sick report for this 
class of diseases 715 men,-equal to the 
loss for the entire year of the services of 
eleven full companies of infantry. "The 
control of these diseases," says General 
O'Reilly, "lies largely in the hands of 
tho civil authorities and one of the most 
important steps to that end would .ap- 
pear to be classing them with "other in- 
fections diseases, and the requirement 
that they shall be reported as such and 
controlled by health departments. 


"In the military service a 
similar 


course should be followed. 


TXKOIOXIA HEADS THE LIST. 
"As to causes of death, pneumonia ad- 


ranced to first place and 
tuberculosis 


«econd. 


"There were 206 admissions for gun- 


phot wound*, with 44 deaths, and 2,850 
admissions for wounds other than gun- 
shot, with 15 deaths. Twenty-one men 
were killed in action and 42 wounded; 
of the killed, two were by gunshot; of 
the -wounded 28 were by gunshot. There 
were 45 soldiers drowned, 11 per cent of 
the total deaths from nil causes, indicat- 
ing how important it is that all soldiers 
should have systematic instructions in 
swimming. 
Twenty-seven soldiers com- 


mitted suicide; ten deaths were due to 
homicide. 


"Notwithstanding that a large part of 


the army was serving in the tropics 
there was no admission for snake bite." 


The strength of officers was 3,421 from 


the medieal 
department reports and 


3,815 from the military seerotaiy. There 
were 2.270 admissions, 27 deaths. 


Comparisons 
with 
foreign 
armies 


shows that the highest rate of admis- 
sions is in the American army and the 
lowest in the 
Russian. The highest 


death rate was in the American army 
and the lowest in the Prussian. The 
highest non-effective rate was in 
the 


American army and the lowest in the 
Prussian. Regarding these facts General 
O'Reilly says: 


CAUSE OP HIGH PERCENTAGE. 
The very high proportion for alcohol- 


ism in the American army as compared 
with that of the British is partly due to 
the fact that in the latter service only 
admissions to hospital arc counted. It 
is notable that while the British have 
less than half the American admission 
rate for dyssentery, their death rate is 
practically the same, and that while 
their ratio of admission for malaria is 
ifiiout the same, their death rate is near- 
ly three times as great. The American 
admission rate for malaria is nearly 
eighty times that of the French while 
the death rate is only five times as great. 
These facts point to difference in the 
method of computing admissions. 
The 


figures for measles and imimps compare 
very unfavorably with other armies, ex- 
cept the French. 


RETAINED IN SERVICE. 


"The comparatively high American 


death rate for tuberculosis is explained 
by the fact that in the United States 
nrmy tuberculosis patients are sent to a 
sanitarium and retained in service for 
long periods, while in other armies they 
are promptly discharged. The high ad- 
mission rate is no doubt clue to the pres- 
ent defective system of medical exami- 
nation of recruits. The undue preval- 
ence of typhoid fever. in the army is 
partly explainable by its undue preval- 
ence in the civil communities where the 
troops are stationed as a result of gen- 
eral failure to purify water and sewage 
in American municipalities. Notable is 
tho absence of small pox in the Prussian, 
Bavarian and Dutch armies. More care 
in vaccination would give like results in 
other services." 


The strength of the army in the Phil- 


ippines was 11,!108 and there were 20,2-iG 
admissions to the sick report and 105 
deaths. The strength oi the Filipino 


troops was 4,610 and there w.ere 5,242 
admissions and 103 deaths. 


TRAGEDY AND ROMANCE 


Interwoven in Poisoning Case in 


Chicago—Girl, Aged 10, 


One oi Victims. 


CHICAGO, Oct. C.—Romance, follow- 


ed by dissipation ending in reputed dis- 
inheritance by a wealthy father, was re- 
vealed today in the ease of Dr. Oliver B. 
Hart, who with Irene Klokow, 10 years 
old, sister of his adopted daughter, was 
found at the doctor's home in ^Rogers 
park last night unconscious as a result 
of poison. The girl failed to recover, 
dying shortly after the doctor's wife, 
who is only 16 years old, returned home 
from a shopping tour with the adopted 
daughter and another sister 
of Irene. 


The house was in charge of neighbors 
who had been telephoned to by Dr. Hart 
beVore he lost consciousness. Hart is a 
son of August Hart, a millionaire of St. 
Louis. 


RESULT OF ELOPEMENT. 


It is said that the doctor's marriage 


was the result of an elopement two 
years ago; The wedding, it is said took 
place in St. Pan). About a year ago, ac^ 
cording to the police, the doctor located 
in Rogers Park where the father had 
bought the doctor a home and given Dr. 
Hart living expenses. Dr. Hart had lit- 
tle or no practice here and it is claimed 
is a victim of a drug habit. Irene Klo- 
kow's sister was adopted by the doctor 
and wife a year ago from the Illinois 
Industrial school.

who is under police surveilance in Chi- 
cago in connection with the death by 
morphine yesterday of Irene Klokow 10 
years'old, "and who is reported dying 
himself from the effects of morphine, is 
the son of A. B. Hart, reputed million- 
aire real estate man of St. Louis. Dr. 
Hart, who is 35 years of age, resided in 
St. Louis until a year ago, but decided 
to move to Chicago. He was well known 
in social circles here and had an estab- 
lished reputation as a physician. Dr. 
Hart's father and mother departed today 
for Chicago in response to a long dis- 
tance telephone call.

Hart's parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Kriegesman expect to depart for Chi- 
cago tonight. Mr. Kriegesman is a clerk 
in the registry division of the post of- 
fice.

Women Members of State Boards 


Dr. Almah J. Frisby

T one of its annual meetings the 


National Conference of Charl- 


• ties and 
Corrections'adopted 


L resolutions recommending that 


women be appointed members of man- 
oginfe- and advisory boards ot charitable 
and penal institutions, hospitals, state 
reform 
schools 
and 
other 
special 


schools and of all public establish- 
ments 
where 
the 
housing, feeding, 


clothing and -'nursing ol numbers- of 
persons were demanded. 
In the con- 


ference suggestions It was mentioned 
that wherever the co-operation of wo- 
jiicn had been tried in tho management 
0' such institutions the results had 
been highly satisfactory. 
This state- 


ment was made: 
"Numerous public institutions, justly 


regarded as models, including orphan 


II 


asylums, general hospitals and hospi- 
tals for the insane have their internal 
and financial aftalrs managed wholly 
by women." 
The conference further recorded its 


judfrmeut (hat the failure of the states 
to avail themselves in the management 
ct public institutions ot woman's su- 
perior knowledge ot domestic economy 
entails a pecuniary loss as well as an 
imperfect 
administration 
of 
affairs. 


The Conference then clinched its rec- 
ommendations by the following two 
[statements: 
"To deprive women suffering either 


from mental or bodily disease in public 
institutions of the 
benefits accruing 


from having their sex represented in 
tht board of management i-s an arro- 
gant assumption ot power often re- 
sultlns in unintentional cruelty. 


"To deprive children of counsel based 


on a mother's experience and of that 
faithful 
Interest which comes 
from 


the motherly instinct by placing them 
in institutions under the sole manage- 
ment of men is not only unnatural, 
but is a wrong from .which sooner or 
]ater society must directly or indirect- 
ly suftor." 
The recommendations of the national 


conference of charities and corrections 
drew general attention to the so to 
speak one legged management of pub- 
lit- and state Institutions, even those 
In which women and girls are forcibly 
detained. 
There soon began to be 


sprinkling of the feminine sex on state 
boards of charities and corrections as 
Yfcll as on the managing committees of 
hospitals and special schools. Some o 
the chief officers inside such -institu- 
tions are now women of broad and high 
culture. 


A notable appointment recently made 


Is that of Dr. Almah ,1. Frisby of Mil- 
waukee to be a member of the Wis- 
consin stati? board of control. 
This 


admirable- appointment was made by 
the governor after the state legislature 
hud gallantly ordered the board of con- 
trol tu be; reorganized so that Dr. Fris- 
fcv might be made a member of ft. 


'Dr. Frisby has been an active medical 


practitioner la Milwaukee for a num- 
ber ot years. Early in her career shu 
became warmly interested in hygienic 
and sanitary science and studied till 
Sha became an authority, on these sub- 


jects, so far as anybody can be au- 
thority on that which .is constantly 
changing. From 1889 till 1895, aban- 
doning temporarily her medical work, 
Dr. Frisby, .was . protessor of .hygiene 
and. sanitation, in. the University,, of 
Wisconsin, then she returned .to her 
profession.' ;-rSlie: 'is still, however,'a 
merhber of "the Wisconsin state board 
of regents in the university. 
' 
> ' 


Before her appointment to the board 


of control.,-. Dr. Frisby was. frequently 
employed by Governor La Follette.. to 
investigate the 'sanitary and other, con- 
dVt'i9na_in. state institutions, so . that 
the'duties ' of her new post include 
nothing novel to her in the -way of 
work. She has convictions of her own, 
and one of these is that the special 
knowledge and experience of women 
qualify them to take charge of the de- 
tails of household economy which have 
to be looked after among the state's 
dependents. 
Moreover, she 
declares 


:he judgment of women is necessary to 


determine healthful conditions, occu- 
pations, proper care and education ot 
women and girls in state Institutions. 
Economic use of materials is one of 
the most important matters in public 
nstltutions, and this the doctor thinks 
should be under the especial super- 
vision of woman, the natural econo- 
mist. 
Dr. Frisby, while instructor in the 


department ol domestic science in the 
University of Wisconsin, took particu- 
lar interest in promoting courses of 
st.u,dy adapted to the training of per- 
sons .who, are to have charge of the 
food, housing and sanitary conditions 
of hospitals and state institutions. 


She has'had wide training and ex- 


perience:" After being graduated from 
Wisconsin university she want to the 
Bostnri -University 
Medical 
school, 


where she-obtained the degree of M. D. 
After.that;she practiced her profession 
awhile .in.Milwaukee, but left In 1886 
to .become", .resident physician in a 
PlYlladelplila women's hospital. Dur- 
ing the summer of 1888 she was phy- 
sician at a large hotel In the Catskill 
mountains. 
Then she went back to 


Milwaukee.and resumed medical prac- 
tice there. But she was soon called to 
a professorship in the State university, 
in 1895 resigning that also, for the 
third time to open an office as medical 
practitioner in Milwaukee. Dr. Frisby 
belongs to the h»meoj>athlo school of 


medicine. She is known as one wisely 
helpful to her own sex and to the poor 
and dependent classes. 


While Dr. Frisby is the only woman 


on a Wisconsin board of control, In 
some other states the feminine sex is 
more numerously represented on such 
commissions.
